MID FOR NEW BILE OF C O M 


Galveston, Tex., 
June 
20.—Three 
hundred dollars for a bale of good 
middling cotton, weighing 455 pounds 
or at about 66c per pound, was paid 
by Albert Kuhn at the auction of 
first bales at the Cotton Exchange 
this morning. This is the record price 
for cotton since war times, and the 
highest price ever paid for the first 
bale of cotton in Texas. Two other 
bales, arriving on the same train 
were disposed of. one being purchased 
by T. W. Stewart for $150 and the 
other by Eustace Taylor for $105. 
Today was a banner day for new 
cotton at Galveston. Instead of an­ 
nouncing the approach of a new sea­ 


son of business by having an auc­ 
tion for one bale of new cotton, Gal- 
vestion had three new bales. All ar­ 
rived on the same train, and it took 
a committee to fix which of the three 
bales were entitled to be officially 
recognized by the exchange as the 
first bale which was unloaded on the 
sidewalk aud placed in the hallway 
of the exchange building, the place of 
sale, should go under the hammer 
first.

FIDDLER BOB” T A Y L O R 


Robert Love Taylor, better known throughout 
Tennessee as 
Fiddler Bob,” devoted his maiden 
speech in the United States senate recently to an 
attack upon the Republican party and the execu­ 
tive. 
Some of his similes were very effective, as 
when he compared the federal power and the 
states to the centripetal and centrifugal forces 
that rule the universe, and when he said this of 
the railways: 
“They are only one string of the harp of a 
thousand strings upon which our modern Orpheus 
is playing the triumphal march of federalism.” 
Senator Taylor got his nickname of Fiddler 
Bob from the campaign he waged in 1889, for 
election to the United States congress. 
He had 
nothing to aid him but his wits and his fiddle, 
but being a mountaineer himself he knew how to 
reach the hearts of the people of the hills. 
He set out for the mountain re­ 
gions carrying his fiddle and wherever he stopped he brought it out and a 
trance was organized right aW 
- The young folks danced to his music while 
the older ones were won by his merry chatter. He was elected. His next am- 
.ion was t0 become United States senator and he made the run. 
He re­ 
ceived a telegram that he had been elected by a majority of one, but later he 
received another that one 
of his supporters had changed his vote and elected 
his opponent. 
Taylor said nothing, but he made the run for governor of the 
st;Ue, this time having his own brother for an opponent, which gave to the 
contest the sobriquet of “War. of the Roses.” The ancient fiddle was effective 
and Bob was elected. 
He was twice re-elected. 
His opportunity to achieve 
his final ambition offered itself at last election and he ran for the senate once 
more, being triumphantly elected this time. 
Senator Taylor was born in Happy Valley, Tenn., in Julv, 1850 He gradu­ 
ated from Pennington college and in 1878 was admitted to the bar. 
He was 
an elector-at-large on the Cleveland ticket in 1884 and again in 1892 
After 
retiring from the office of chief executive Mr. Taylor entered the lecture field. 
He is an attorney by profession, and he is also editor of Bob Taylor’s Maga­ 
zine, a publication that reflects the character and the idiosyncrasies of the 
man. 


O P P O S E R R E V O L V IN G DOORS 


Louis Lepine, prefect of police,’by issuing th® 
ordinance forbidding the use of revolving doors 
in restaurants, hotels and other public buildings 
capable of holding more than IOO persons, on the 
ground that they are dangerous in case of fire 
or panic, has again demonstrated that he is the 
wielder of the “big stick” in Paris. 
The order has aroused the indignation of th Tse 
who have installed these doors at great exper se, 
but the prefect is used to grumblings and mut­ 
terings. 
lo use an American expression, he al­ 
lows their complaints to go “in one ear and out 
of the other.” 
That the edict will stand goes without saying, 
for the office of prefect is more important than 
that of a cabinet minister. 
He is appointed by 
the president and is answerable neither to uar- 
liament nor to Paris. 
M. Lepine is supported by a small army in carrying out his edicts. 
He 
controls 50,000 troops, 12,000 police and 8,000 guards. 
He is a gentleman a 
scholar and brother to a great medical luminary, Brof. Raphael Lepine, of the 
faculty of Lyons, and editor of the Revue de Medicine. It is a family of what 
was called in other days ‘ noblesse de robe,” descending from generations of 
lawyers, doctors and government functionaries. 
M. Lepine was born in Paris in 1846, became a lawyer and entered the ‘‘ad­ 
m inistration'’ in 1877 as sub-prefect, and has risen through all the grades to 
prefect, to which he was appointed in 1893. 
So well has he met the require­ 
ments of his strenuous office that every president since that time has re­ 
appointed him. He was in charge of Paris during the Dreyfus troubles with 
its rioting and violent possibilities. 


The president of a bank at Minne­ 
apolis, during 
the

to

upon

In this remarkable situation,” he 
said, “when everybody is prosperous 
and there is not enough currency to 
go round, it is important that every 
dollar possible should be kept at home 
until the banking business is again on 
a cash basis. 
In the cities this is be­ 
ing done with a good deal of success, 
and the clearing-house certificates and 
cashier's checks 
prevent a 
serious 
embarrassment. 
But out in the coun­ 
try, 
where 
there are no clearing 
houses, every dollar hoarded or sent 
away from home counts double. 
“At this time the patronage of the 
foreign catalogue houses is a factor 
that ought to be considered seriously. 
By their own reports 
two of 
these 
catalogue houses, which deal in almost 
every commodity of use to the home 
or farm, do a business of $90,000,000 
a year. This is $300,000 for each of the 
six business days of the week. 
This 
money comes largely out of the coun­ 
try towns. These catalogue houses do 
not sell to people in the cities where 
they are located. It is from the farm­ 
ers and 
residents of towns of less 
than 5,000 population that 95 per cent. 
of their business comes and at least a 
third of it is from the northwest. And 
remember, too, that there are other 
catalogue houses, and that the 
com­ 
bined business done by them 
is 
at 
least $200,000,000 annually. 
“I am Informed that all through the 
state of Minnesota this competition of 
the foreign catalogue houses has been 
very seriously felt by the merchants 
of small towns, to such an extent that 
some have been driven out of business 
entirely. 
“If this 
has been the case during 
the great prosperity 
of recent years, 
when money 
was circulated 
freely, 
what must the effect be now when the 
currency is needed at home? 
Money 
spent with the local merchant Is dis­ 
bursed in the locality, at 
least 
the 
prowls of his business are, but money 
sent away is lost from local circula­ 
tion. 
“Without going into the home-trade 
question it seems plain to 
me 
that 
those who 
buy from a foreign 
cata­ 
logue house at this time are directly 
injuring themselves, for this question 
of keeping money in home circulation 
involves people of all conditions.”

They are 
ordering from the catalogues and in 
return they are getting a miserable lot 
of junk, paying much higher prices 
than they would have to pay for first- 
class goods sold in the home stores. 
The catalogue houses live and grow 
fat off just such people as the man at 
Wayne. 
These men are constantly 
looking for the big end of the bargain. 
I he catalogue houses are doing the 
same thing. 
R would look as though

The catalogue concerns have all the 
advantage. 
They have

money of the individual and then they 
send him out any kind of an old lot of 
junk, knowing that he has no recourse.

Improved Methods Practiced in Many 
Agricultural Towns. 


Every 
farming 
community 
turns 
ti ade to the town where best prices 
are paid for the minor products which 
the farmers have to dispose of. 
The 
prices paid for butter and eggs, quite 
often, decide the business life of a 
town. 
The general practice in many 
places 13 for individual merchants to 
take produce in exchange for goods. 
The lowest market price is the rule in 
these towns. 
Should one merchant 
pay a cent a pound more for butter, 
or a cent more a dozen for eggs, the 
farmers conclude that the difference 
is made up in the quality of goods or 
the quantity they receive in exchange. 
To overcome the annoyances occa­ 
sioned through unwholesome competi­ 
tion in the buying of farm ers’ prod­ 
ucts, the business men of many agri­ 
cultural towns, during the past few 
y ears, have undertaken the operation 
of 
co-operative 
produce 
establish­ 
ments. These establishments general- 


One of the significant signs of the 
times is the awakening of the Amer­ 
ican people to the dangerous destruc­ 
tion of their forest wealth, and the 
necessity of a wise use of what 
re­ 
mains of it. 
Undoubtedly, in the fu­ 
ture the nation must utilize its forest 
crop less wastefully, both in the woods 
and in the mill, and must make provi­ 
sion for future crops; but that is not 
the only way to prolong the timber 
supply.

NEW P R E S ID E N T OF PERU 


Senor Don Augusto B. Leguia, who was re­ 
cently elected to succeed Dr. Pardo as president 
of I ei u, is said to be one of the best friends the 
United States ever has had in South America. 
The richness oi Peru is proverbial, a n d /o r years 
Senor Leguia has maintained that every effort 
should be made to encourage the investment of 
American capital in enterprises intended to de­ 
velop and exploit the resources of his country. 
His liking for American methods is probably 
partly due to the fact that the large part of his 
early commercial training was acquired in the 
Spanish-American department of the New York 
Life Insurance Company. 
He was with this corporation for years, and 
when he resigned his place, in 1889, he had 
worked his way up from a clerkship to the man­ 
agement of all the interests of the New York Life in Peru. 
Since retiring 
from the insurance business Senor Leguia has been the managing director of the 
British Sugar Estates, Limited, which has several million dollars invested 
in sugar estates in different parts of Peru, and he is also the largest stockhold­ 
er in six other im portant industrial and commercial enterprises. 
Senor Leguia entered political life in 1903 as minister of finance in Presi­ 
dent Candaino’s government, of which the present president of Peru. Dr. Jose 
Pardo, was prime minister. 
President Ckndamo lived only six months after 
flaking office, and when the vacancy caused by his death was filled by the 
election of President Pardo, Senor Leguia was made prime minister and in­ 
trusted with the forming of a new cabinet. 
He retired from this office only 
a few months ago, in accordance with a custom which requires a candidate 
for an elective public office to resign before opening a campaign. 
Senor Leguia is 45 years old, laving been born, at Lambayeque, in the 
north of Peru, on February 19, 1863.

The heavy, strong smelling, black 
liquid which is collected in the cooling 
of the gas is what we know as coal 
tar 
This is an exceedingly complex 
mixture of substances. 
From it are 
obtained not only creosote oil, but 
most of the dyes which are used now-a- 
days, perfumes, and even 
flavoring 
extracts. 
Gas, coal tar and coke are also made 
in what is known as the by-product 
cone oven, which is adapted to differ­ 
ent objects, but is operated on 
the 
same principle. 
Its coal tar is equally 
as good as the gas works tar for mak­ 
ing creosote oil. 
in recent years a 
great amount of gas has been made in 
the United States by another process, 
and is known as water gas. This proc­ 
ess also produces a tar, which looks 
much like coal tar and is often difficult 
to tell from it. 
But this tar is really 
derived from petroleum, and does not 
make a good oil for preserving wood 
from decay.

likewise obtained from a wood tar 
which is produced by distilling wood. 
But like water gas tar creosote, wood 
creosote is not so good for 
wood 
preservation as is the coal tar creo­ 
sote. V ien creosote is bought for that f 
purpose, i* _ycre, it should be cer­ 
tain that it is Coal tar creosote. 
To obtain creosote oil from coal tar 
the tar is, in its turn, distilled. 
But 
this distillation is like that used for 
other liquids instead of that employed 
for the coal. 
The still Is heated, and 
as the heat increases the “light oils” 
first pass over. 
Among these is the 
familiar carbolic acid. 
This is a pow­ 
erful antiseptic, but it is not desirable 
In a wood preservative, for it evapo­ 
rates so readily that it soon becomes 
lost from the wood. 
When a tem pera­ 
ture of about 400 degrees has been 
reached, the distillate is turned into 
another receiver, and from this point 
on to 600 or 700 degrees creosote 
oil is produced. One of the substances 
which is contained in this mixture is 
‘napthalene,” from

SON OF ADMIRAL EVANS 


Although Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans re- 


linquished the command of the battleship fleet 
a short time ago, yet there is another member of 
the family in the naval service and at prlsent at- 
tached to the battleship Louisiana, with the fleet 
at San Francisco. 


This officer is Lieut. Franok Taylor Evans, 


the only son of the former cornmander-in-chief of 
the Atlantic fleet. Resembling his father in 
looks, the younger Evans had made a very credit- 
able record since his entrance in the navy, 14 
years ago. 


He was born in Switzerland, while his father 


was attached to the European fleet in the 70's. 
September 6. 1894, he was appointed to the naval 
academy 
at .large. 
Completing his four-years 


course of instruction at the academy in 1898, he 
was graduated from that institution. 


In April of that year, and just before the outbreak of the Spanish war, 


he was assigued to the battleship Massachusetts, commanded by Capt. Fran- 
cis J. Hlgginson. He served on the Massachusetts through the war, taking 
part in the bombardment at Santiago, San Juan and in a number of engage- 
ments in Cuban waters. He remained on the Massachusetts until 1899 when 
he was transferred to the gunboat Nashville. In 1900 he was assignedf'to the 
Brutus on the Asiatic station.

In 1904 he was assigned to President Roosevelt's yacht Sylph as'her 


commanding officer and remained on her until the latter part of 1905 when, 
he was ordered to Newport News for duty in connection with the fitting'oat of 
the new 16,000-ton battleship Louisiana 
When she was commissioned in 1906 
he was assigned to duty on her. 


Ho marie the tiip on the Louisiana, when she took President Roosevelt 


to Parnma. and also on the cruise from Hampton Roads to San Francisco. 
He was promoted to the grade of lieuteuint on July 1, 1904.

FIDDLER BOB" TAYLOR 


Robert Love Taylor, better known throughout 


Tennessee as "Fiddler Bob," devoted his maiden 
speech in the United States senate recently to an 
attack upon the Republican party and the execu- 
tive. Some of his similes were very effective, as 
when he compared the federal power and the 
states to the centripetal and centrifugal forces 
that rule the universe, and when he said this of 
the railways: 


"They are only one string of the harp of a 


thousand strings upon which our modern Orpheus 
is playing the triumphal march of federalism." 


Senator Taylor got his nickname of Fiddler 


Bob from the campaign he waged in 1889, for 
election to the United States congress. 
He had 


nothing to aid him but his wits and his fiddle, 
but being a mountaineer himself he knew how to 


reach the hearts of the poo] le of the hills. He set out for the mountain re- 
gions carrying his fiddle and wherever he stopped he brought it out and a 
dance was organized rigtit away. The young folks danced to his music while 
the older ones were won by his merry chatter. He was elected. His next am- 
bition was to become United States senator and he made the run. He re- 
ceived a telegram that he had been elected by a majority of one, but later he 
received another that one ot his supporters had changed his vote and elected 
his opponent. Taylor uaid nothing, but he made the run for governor of the 
sta'e. this time having his own brother for an opponent, which gave to the 
contest the sobriquet of • War. of the Roses " The ancient fiddle was effective 
and Bob was elected. He was twice re-elected. His opportunity to achieve 
his final ambition offered itseH at last election and he ran for the senate once 
more, beins triumphantly elected this time. 


Senator Taj lor %\as born in Happy Valley, Tenn , in July, 1850. He gradu- 


ated from Pennington college and in 1878 was admitted to the bar. 
He waa 


an elector-at-Iarge on the Cleveland ticket in 1884 and again in 1892. After 
retiring from the office of chief executive Mr. Taylor entered the lecture field, 
He is an attorney by profession, and he is also editor of Bob Taylor's Maga- 
zine, a publication that reflects the ehaiacter and the idiosyncrasies of the 
man. 


OPPOSES REVOLVING DOORS 


Louis Lepine, prefect of police,'by issuing tin 


ordinance forbidding the use of revolving doors 
in restaurants, hotels and other public buildings 
capable of holding moie than 100 persons, on the 
ground that they are dangerous in case of lire 
or panic, has again demonstrated that he is the 
\vielder of the "big stick" in Paris. 


The order has aroused the indignation of th 3se 


who have installed these doors at great cxper-se, 
but the prefect is used to grumblings and mut- 
terings. 
To use an American expression, he al- 


lows their complaints to go "in one ear and out 
of the other." 


That the edict will stand goes without saying, 


for the office of prefect is more important than 
that of a cabinet minister. 
He is appointed by 


the president and is answerable neither to par- 


liament nor to Paris. 


M. Lepine is supported by a small army in carrying out his edicts. He 


controls 50,000 troops, 12,000 police and 8,000 guards. 
He is a gentleman, a 


scholar and brother to a great medical luminary. Prof. Raphael Lepine, of the 
faculty of Lyons, and editor of the Revue de Meuicine. It is a family of what 
was called in other days "noblesse de robe," descending from generations of 
lawyers, doctois and government functionaries. 


M. Lepine was born in Paris in 1846, became a lawyer and entered the "ad- 


ministration" in 1877 as sub-prefect, and has risen through all the grades to 
prefect, to which he was appointed in 1893. So well has he met the require- 
ments of his strenuous office that every president since that tinle has re- 
appointed him. He was in charge df Paris during the Dreyfus troubles, with 
its rioting and violent possibilities.

stringency, called

source of financial drain 
upon 
the 


country towns which should be taken 
into consideration, and a remedy ap- 
plied. 


"In this remarkable situation," he 


said, "when everybody is prosperous 
and there is not enough currency to 
go round, it is Important that every 
dollar possible should be kept at home 
until the banking business is again on 
a cash basis. In the cities this is be- 
ing done with a good deal of success, 
and the clearing-house certificates and 
cashier's checks prevent a serious 
embarrassment. But out in the coun- 
try, 
where there are no clearing 


houses, every dollar hoarded or sent 
away from home counts double. 


"At this time the patronage of the 


foreign catalogue houses is a factor 
that ought to be considered seriously. 
By their own reports 
two of these 


catalogue houses, which deal in almost 
every commodity of use to the home 
or farm, do a business of $90,000,000 
a year. This Is $300,000 for each of the 
six business days of the week. 
This 


money comes largely out of the coun- 
try towns. These catalogue houses do 
not sell to people in the cities where 
they are located. It is from the farm- 
ers and 
residents of towns of less 


than 5,000 population that 95 per cent, 
of their business comes and atajeast a 
third of it is from the northwest. And 
remember, too, that tnere are other 
catalogue houses, and that the com- 
bined business done by them 
is 
at 


least $200,000.000 annually. 


''I am informed that all through the 


state of Minnesota this competition of 
the foreign catalogue houses has been 
very seriously felt by the merchants 
of small towns, to such an extent that 
some have been driven out of business 
entirely. 


"If this has been the case during 


the great prosperity of recent years, 
when money was circulated 
freely, 


what must the effect be now when the 
currency is needed at home? 
Money 


spent with the local merchant is dis- 
bursed in the locality, at 
least 
the 


profits of his business are, but money 
sent1 away is lost from local circula- 
tion. 


"Without going into the home-trade 


question it seems plain to me 
that 


those who buy from a foreign cata- 
logue house at this time are directly 
injuring themselves, for this question 
of keeping money in home circulation 
involves people of all conditions."

The catalogue fellows' 
can go to hades In the future,"

being 


taught every day in the year and it IS 
a pleasure to know that they are get- 
ting their eye teeth cut In the most 
artistic and approved style. They are 
ordering from the catalogues and In 
return they are getting a miserable lot 
of junk, paying much higher prices 
than they would have to pay for first- 
class goods sold in the home stores. 


The catalogue houses live and grow 


fat off just such people as the man at 
Wayne. 
These men are constantly 


lacking for the big end of the bargain. 
The catalogue houses are doing the 
same thing. H would look as though 
it would 
be 
"When 
Greek 
meets 


Greek," but its nothing of the kind. 
The catalogue concerns have all the 
advantage. 
They have 
gotten 
the 


money of the individual and then they 
send him out any kind of an old lot of 
junk, knowing that he has no recourse.

and find 


plenty of suckers, for you know there 
is something recorded about a sucker

NEW PRESIDENT OF PERU 


Senor Don Augusto B. Legula, who was re- 


cently elected to succeed Dr. Pardo as president 
of Peru, is said to be one of the best friends the 
United States ever has had in South America. 
The richness of Peru is proverbial, and%or years 
Senor Leguia has maintained that every effort 
should be made to encourage the investment of 
American capital in enterprises intended to de- 
velop and exploit the resources of his country. 
His liking for -American methods is probably 
partly due to the fact that the large part of his 
early commercial training was acquired in the 
Spanish-American department of the New York 
Life Insurance Company. 


He was with this corporation for years, and 


when he resigned his place, in 1889, he had 
worked his way up from a clerkship to the man-, 


agement of all the interests of the New York Life In Peru. Since retiring 
from the Insurance business Senor Legula has been the managing director of the 
British Sugar Estates, Limited, which lias several million dollars invested 
In sugar estates In different parts of Peru, and he Is also the largest stockhold- 
er In six other important industrial and commercial enterprises. 


Senor Lesuia entered political life in 1903 as minister of finance In Presi- 


dent Candamo's government, of which the present president of Peru, Dr. Jose 
Pardo. was prime minister. President Candamo lived only six months after 
itaking office, and when the vacancy caused by his death was filled by the 
election of President Pardo, Senor Leguia was made prime minister and In- 
trusted with the forming 'of a new" cabinet. He retired from this office only 
a few months ago. in accordance 'with a custom which requires a candidate 
tor an elective public office to resign before opening a campaign. 


Senor Legula is 45 years old, laving been born, at Lanrbayeque, la the 


north of Peru, on February 19, 1863.

If 
it is employed simply as a plan for 
drawing a crowd of farmers to town 
to spend their money, it is equally 
certain that the ultimate result will 
be unsatisfactory. 
If 
not 
seriously 


detrimental to future business rela- 
tions. It is good policy not to go into 
a scheme of this kind until satisfied 
that conditions are right for its suc- 
cess, and once undertaken, to push it 
for all It is worth. 
Make It worth 


while for customers to come from a 
distance for the day, so that they will 
be ready to assist, in the perpetuation 
of the plan. A great deal depends on 
"starting right," and, once having pop- 
ularized the Idea to keep up sustained 
enthusiasm by providing improved 
facilities for caring for the Increased 
trade which it develops.

trade to the town where best prices 
are paid for the minor products which 
the farmers have to dispose of. The 
prices paid for butter and eggs, quite 
often, decide the business life of a 
town. 
The general practice in many 


places is for individual merchants to 
take produce In exchange for goods. 
The lowest market price is the rule in 
these towns. 
Should one merchant 


pay a cent a pound more for butter, 
or a cent more a dozen for eggs, the 
farmers conclude that the difference 
is made up In the quality of goods or 
the quantity they receive In exchange. 


To overcome the annoyances occa- 


sioned through unwholesome competl- 
tion in the buying of farmers' prod- 
ucts, the business men of many agri- 
cultural towns, during the past fe 
years, have undertaken the operatic 
of 
co-operative 
produce 
establls 


ipents. These establishments genera 
ly consist of a commodious warehous 
with cold storage appliances. 
Th 


merchants of the town are the stoc 
holders in the concern. A manager 
employed on salary and is intruste 
with ttee buying and marketing of a 
produce. 
The storekeepers refer a 


farmers who have produce for sale t 
the produce house and the 
highes 


manket price is paid and due bill 
given which are payable in goods a 
the stores in the town 


This method has proved highly sa 


isfactory everywhere it has been triec 
Not alone have the merchants foun 
it advantageous, but the farmers 
well. 
Another feature worth consld 


eration is the fact'that farmers ar 
not compelled to trade at any particu 
lar store, but can make their 
pur 


chases in any store in the town. Then 
again much trade is saved to the com 
munity that might ro to the mail-or 
der houses of .the larger cities. 


During the Summer* Months. 


The summer time is the time the re- 


tail merchant must keep things mov 
ing at a lively pace in his store. Gen 
erally the warm weather season 13 
dull with retailers and the period from 
'June to September is generally regard 
ed as a time when there is little doing

On account of the similarity of 
the 


names, many people suppose this to 
be the creosote obtained from wood 
such as can be obtained, refined for 
medicinal purposes, at the drug stores. 
But the two are quite different, and 
should not be confused. 
The' 


sole used in wood preservation is ob- 
tained from coal, by a most interest- 
ing; process. 


Nearly every city now uses gas for 


light and fuel, and many people know 
that this illuminating gas Is 
often 


made from coal. But the many things 
besides gas which are obtained 
in 


this process are not so well known. It 
is one of these other products from 
which is obtained the creosote oil used 
for wood preservation. 


To understand how all these thingij 


are produced, It is necessary to know 
something which the chemists can tell 
us. 
Coal, they say, Is composed part- 


ly of the substance called carbon, part- 
ly of compounds of this carbon with the 
gas hydrogen, which they have named 
'hydrocarbons." 
When the coal Is 


Seated sufficiently, away from air, the 
hydrocarbons are driven off 
In the 


'orm of gas. 
Illuminating gas Is made 


iy subjecting coal of the proper kind 
to this process, which Is known as 
'dry distillation." 
The coal is put 


nto a lone, fire-clay oven, or "retort," 
shaped much like a giant model of the 
ittle cakes which the bakers 
can 


'lady fingers," the 
retorts 
being 


about 13 feet long, two feet wide and 
16 Inches deep. 
A number of these 


retorts are built side by side, In three 
rows, one above the other, the ends of 
he retorts 
being 
supported 
In a 


Tick wall which also extends around 
he ends of the rows and over the top, 
and thus entirely incloses the 
re^ 


torts. 
Fire, from furnaces below, is 


arrled by flues Into this Inclosure, so 
hat the retorts are entirely enveloped 
n flame and can be heated to a very 
ligh temperature. 


The retorts are partly filled with 
oal, after which they are sealed, so 
hat no air can get Into them. 
They 


re then heated to a temperature of 
bont 2,100 degrees Fahrenheit. Un- 
er this Intense heat almost all the 
ydrocarbons o> the coal pass off, leav- 
ng behind only 
the "fixed" carbon, 


which comes out of the retort as coke, 
rtany of the lighter compounds dia- 
lled off by the heat will remain in 
he form ol gas when they are cooled 
o ordinary temperatures, and It Is 
ome of these which make the 
gas 


nally used for lighting and fuel. Bat 
s It comes from the retorts, the gas 
t like a thick, yellowlsh-greea smoke, 
and could not be used at all for such 


urposes. 
This gas escapes from the 


retorts into a series of large an4 cost- 


ly machines where the lighting ga» 
is cleansed from its Impurities, and 
the different by-products are separated 
from each other. 
First are great 


"condensers," In which the gases are 
cooled. The cooling condenses the 
heavier compounds into thick liquids, 
which are then left behind. 


One of the 
substances later re- 


moved from the gas Is ammonia, and 
from this product is made the am- 
monia water which Is used in every 
household. 


The heavy, strong smelling, black 


liquid which is collected in the cooling 
of the gas Is what we know as coal 
tar. 
This is an exceedingly complei 


mixture of substances. 
From it are 


obtained not only creosote oil, but 
most of the dyes which are used now-a- 
days, perfumes, and even 
flavoring 
extracts. 


Gas, coal tar and coke are also made 


in what Is known as the by-product 
coke oven, which Is adapted to differ- 
ent objects, but Is operated on the 
same principle. Its coal tar is equally 
as good as the gas works tar for mak- 


creosDte oil. 
In recent years a 


;reat awount of gas has been made In 
the United States by another process-, 
and is known as water gas. This proc- 
ess also produces a tar, which looks 
much like coal tar and is often difficult 
0 tell from it. 
But this tar Is really 


derived from petroleum, and does not 
make a good oil for preserving wood 
rom decay. 
Wood 
creosote, 
with 


which so many people are familiar, Is 
ikewise obtained from a wood tar 
which is produced by distilling wood. 
But like water gas tar creosote, wood 
reosote IS not so good for 
wood 


rreservatlon as is the coal tar creo- 
ote. When creosote Is bought for that * 
urpose, t, ,.ycre, it should be cer- 
aln that it is coal tar creosote. 


To obtain creosote oil from coal tar 
e tar is, In its turn, distilled. 
But 


his distillation is like that used for 
ther liquids Instead of that employed 
or the coal. 
The still Is heated, and 


s the heat Increases the "light oils" 
rst pass over. 
Among these Is the 


amlllar carbolic acid. 
This is a pow- 


rful antiseptic, but It is not desirable 
n a wood preservative, for it evapo- 
ates so readily that it soon becomes 
>st from the wood. When a tempera- 
ure of about 400 degrees has been 
eached, the distillate Is turned into 
nother receiver, and from this point 
T to 600 or 700 degrees creosote 
1 Is produced. One of the substances 
hlch is contained in this mixture Is 
napthalene," from 
which 
common 


oth balls are made. 
Coal tar creo- 


>te, thus produced. Is the great wood 
reservatlve. 
The residue remaining in the still 
'ter the distillation Is "pitch," which 
chiefly used together with coal tar 


aturated felt In the preparation of 
gravel or slag roofing. 
In America 


roofing pitch is the chief end for which 
tar Is distilled. 
In Europe this 
is 


not so true. 
Now pitch tor roofing 


must be rather soft. 
Therefore tar 


distillation 4s not carried so far In this 
country as It Is in Europe. For creo- 
sote oil It would be better If It were 
carried farther, since the substances 
which distill at the higher tempera- 
tures Inmost cases neither evaporate 
In the Sir nor dissolve In water 
as

IN THE PUBLIC EYE 


SON OF ADMIRAL EVANS 


Although Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans re- 


linquished the command of the battleship fleet 
a short time ago, yet there Is another member of 
the family in the naval service and at present at 
tacnpd to the battleship Louisiana, with the fleet 
at Son Francisco. 


This officer is Lieut. Franck Taylor Evans, 


the only son of the former cornmander-in-chief of, 
the Atlantic fleet. Resembling his father in 
looks, the younger Evans had made a very credit- 
able record since his entrance in the navy, 14 
years ago. 


He was born in Switzerland, while his father 


was attached to the European fleet in the 70's. 
September 6, 1894, be was appointed to the naval 
academy at -large. 
Completing his four-years 


course of-instruction at the academy in 18&8, he 


was graduated from that institution. 


In April of that year, and just before the outbreak of the Spanish war, 


he was assigned to the battleship Massachusetts, commanded by Capt. Fran- 
cis J. Higginson. He served on the Massachusetts through the war, taking 
part in the bombardment at Santiago, San Juan and in a number of engage- 
ments in Cuban -waters. He remained on tbe Massachusetts until 1899, when 
he was transferred to the grunboat Nashville. In 1900 he was assigned* to the 
Brutus on the Asiatic station. 


In 1904 he was assigned to President Roosevelt's yacht Sylph as" her 


commanding officer and remained on her until the latter part of 1905, when 
he was ordered to Newport News for duty in connection with the fitting out of 
the new 1C,000-ton battleship Louisiana 
When she was commissioned in 19X)G 


lie was assigned to duty on her. 


He made the tiip on the Louisiana, when she took President Roosevelt 


to Parama. jnd slso on the cruise from Hampton Roads to San Francisco. 
He was promoted to the grade of lieuteuint on July 1, 1904. 


'FIDDLER BOB" TAYLOR 


Robert Love Taylor, better known throughoul 


Tennessee as "Fiddler Bob," devoted his maiden 
speech In the United States senate recently to an 
attack upon the Republican party and tht execu- 
tive. Some of his similes were very effective, as 
when he compared the federal power and the 
states to the centripetal and centrifugal forces 
that rule the universe, and when ho said this of 
the railways: 


"They are only one string of the harp of a 


thousand strings upon which OUT modern Orpheus 
is playing the triumphal march of federalism." 


Senator Taylor got his nickname of Fiddler 


Bob from the campaign he waged in 18S9, for 
election to the United States congress. 
He had 


nothing to aid him but bis wits and his fiddle, 
but being a mountaineer himself he knew how to 


reach the hearts of the pooi le of the hills. He set out for the mountain re- 
gions carrying his fiddle and wherever be stopped he brought it out and a 
dance was organized right avyay. The young folks danced to hi3 music while 
the older ones were won by his merry chatter. He was elected. His next am- 
bition was to become United States senator and he made the run. He re- 
ceived a telegram that he had been elected by a majority of one, but later he 
received another that one ot his supporters had changed his vote and elected 
his opponent. Taylor uaid nothing, but he made the run for governor of the 
sta'e. this time having his own brother for an opponent, which gave to the 
coittest the bobritiuet of • War. or the Roses " The ancient fiddle was effective 
and Bob was elected. He was twice re-elected. His opportunity to achieve 
hia final ambition offered itself at last election and he ran for the senate once 
more, being triumphantly elected this time. 


Senator Taj lor was born in Happy Valley, Tenn , in July, 1850. He gradu- 


ated from Pennington college and in 1878 was admitted to the bar. He was 
an elector-at-large on the Cleveland ticket In 1S84 and again in 1892. 
After 


retiring from the office of chief executive Mr. Taylor entered the lecture fieldk 
He is an attorney by profession, and he is also editor of Bob Taylor's Maga- 
zine, a publication that reflects the chaiacter and the idiosyncrasies of the 
man. 


OPPOSED REVOLVING DOORS 


Louis Lepine, prefect of police,'by issuing tliu 


ordinance forbidding the use of revolving doors 
in restaurants, hotels and other public buildings 
capable of holding moie than 100 persons, on the 
ground that they are dangerous in case of lire 
or panic, has again demonstrated that he Is tho 
wlelder of the "big stick" in Paris. 


The order has aroused the indignation of th 3se 


who have installed these doors at great oxper.se, 
but the prefect is iised to grumblings and mut- 
terings. 
To use an American expression, he al- 


lows their complaints to go "in one ear and out 
of the other." 


That the edict will stand goes without saying, 


for the office of prefect is more important than 
that of a cabinet minister. 
He Is appointed by 


the president and is answerable neither to par- 


liament nor to Paris. 


M. Lepine is supported by a small army in carrying out his edicts. He 


controls 50,000 troops, 12,000 police and 8,000 guards. 
He is a gentleman, a 


scholar and brother to a great medical luminary. Prof. Raphael Lepine, of the 
faculty of Lyons, and editor of the Revue de Medicine. It is a family of what 
was called in other days ''noblesse de robe," descending from generations of 
lawyers, doctots and government functionaries. 


M. Lepine was born in Paris in 1846, became a lawyer and entered the "ad- 


ministration" in 1S77 as sub-prefect, and has risen through all the grades to 
prefect, to which he was appointed in 1893. So well has he met the require- 
ments of his strenuous office that every president since that time haa re- 
appointed him. He was in charge df Paris during the Dreyfus troubles, with 
Its rioting and violent possibilities. 


NEW PRESIDENT OF PERU 


Senor Don Augusto B. Legula, who was re- 


cently elected to succeed Dr. Pardo as president 
of Peru, is said to be one of the best friends the 
United States ever has had in South America. 
The richness of Peru is proverbial, and*tor years 
Senor Leguia has maintained that every effort 
should be made to encourage the investment of 
American capital in enterprises intended to de- 
velop and exploit the resources of his country. 
His liking for -Alaierican methods is probably 
partly due to the fact that the large part of his 
early commercial training was acquired in the 
Spanish-American department of the New York 
Life Insurance Company. 


He was with this corporation for years, and 


when he resigned bis place, in 1889, he had 
worked his way up from a clerkship to the man-, 


agement of all the interests of the New York Life In Peru. Since retiring 
Irom tbe insurance business Senor Legula has been the managing director of the 
British Sugar Estates, Limited, which lias several million dollars invested 
In sugar estates In different parts of Peru, and he is also the largest stockhold- 
er in six other important industrial and commercial enterprises. 


Senor L»suia entered political life in 1903 as minister of finance in Presi- 


dent Candamo's government, of which the present president of Peru, Dr. Jose 
Pardo was prime minister. President Candamo lived only six months after 
takinK office and when the vacancy caused by his death was filled by the 
'election of President Pardo, Senor Leguia was made prime minister and in- 
* rusted with the forming'of a new cabinet. He retired from this office only 
a few months ago. in accordance 'with a custom which requires a candidate 
for an elective p"ublic office to resign before opening a campaign. 


Senor Leguia is 45 years old. bavins been born, at Lambayeque, la the 


north of Peru, on February 19, 1863.

LARS TAKEN ANNUALLY. 


THROUGH MAIL-ORDER SYSTEM 


Views of a Banker on the Situation 


During 
the 
Recent 
Monetary 


Stringency Well Worthy of 


Consideration. 


The president of a bank at Minne 


apolia, during the 
recent financia 


stringency, called 
attention to one 


source of financial drain upon the 
country towns which should be tafcen 
into consideration, and a remedy ap- 
plied, 


"In this remarkable situation," he 


said, "when everybody Is prosperom 
and there is not enough currency to 
go round, it is important that every 
dollar possible should be kept at home 
until the banking business is again on 
a cash basis. In the cities this is be 
Ing done with a good deal of success 
and the clearing-house certificates and 
cashier's checks preven(p a serious 
embarrassment. 
But out in the coun 


try, 
where there are no clearing 


houses, every dollar hoarded or sen! 
away from home counts double. 


"At this time the patronage of the 


foreign catalogue houses is a factor 
that ought to be considered seriously 
By their own reports 
two of 
these 


catalogue houses, which deal in almost 
every commodity of use to the home 
or farm, do a business of $90,000,000 
a year. This fs $300,000 for each of the 
six business days of the week. This 
money comes largely out of the coun 
try towns. These catalogue houses do 
not sell to people in the cities where 
they are located. It is from the farm 
ers and residents of towns of less 
than 5,000 population that 95 per cent 
of their business comes and atajeast a 
third of it is from tire northwest. And 
remember, too, that tnere are other 
catalogue houses, and that the com 
bined business done by them 
is at 


least $200,000.000 annually, 


''I am informed that all through the 


state of Minnesota this competition of 
the foreign catalogue houses has been 
very seriously felt by the merchants 
of small towns, to such an extent that 
some have been driven out of business 
entirely. 


"If this has been the case during 


the great prosperity of recent years, 
when money was circulated 
freely, 


what must the effect be now when tbe 
currency is needed at home? Money 
spent with the local merchant is dls 
buTsed in the locality, at least the 
profits of his business are, but money 
senf'away is lost from local circula- 
tion. 


"Without going into the home-trade 


question it seems plain to me that 
those who buy from a foreign cata- 
logue house at this time are directly 
injuring themselves, for this question 
of keeping money in home circulation 
Involves people of all conditions." 


Ideas for Market Days. 


That tbe "market day" idea is be- 


coming decidedly popular in the coun- 
try is Indicated by the fact tbat the 
merchants of dozens of western towns 
have adopted the plan lately. 
Re- 


ports froft these places, which have 
been giving the "market day" plan a 
trial, indicate that it is giving satis- 
faction 
to 
dealers 
and 
to 
their 


patrons. 
Like any other innovation 


the success of the establishment of a 
market day depends almost entirely 
upon the interest which it evokes and 
the sustained energy that is 
em- 


ployed in giving It a distinctive value 
to producers. The merchants will get 
out of the plan no more nor less than 
they put Into it. If the arrangements 
made afford the assurance that pa- 
trons will find Improved facilities for 
the disposal of thelrproducts It is cer- 
tain to prove a drawing feature. 
If 


it Is employed simply as a plan for 
drawing a crowd of farmers to town 
to spend their money, it is equally 
certain that tbe ultimate result will 
be unsatisfactory, if not seriously 
detrimental to future business rela- 
tions. It Is good policy not to go into 
a scheme of this kind until satisfied 
that conditions are right for Its suc- 
cess, and once undertaken, to push it 
for all It is worth. 
Make It worth 


while for customers to come from a 
distance for the day, so that they will 
be ready to assist, in the perpetuation 
of the plan. A great deal depends on 
"starting right," and, once having pop- 
ularized the Idea to keep up sustained 
enthusiasm by providing improved 
facilities for caring for the increased 
trade which it develops.^ "

logue houses. He learned the lesson 
and paid dearly for it. Mr. Farmer 
had seen the stove picture In the cata- 
logue and had sent on bis good $29, 
adding $2.90 for freight. 
Then 
the 


stove came to the depot. The fanner 
came to town, loaded up the junk and 
drove up onto the business street. 
Then to some friends, he confided.: 


"That stove cost me $29 and $2.90 


freight, and I'll bet it is' half sheet 
iron. I have been waiting for it for 
over two monxhs and my" wife is near- 
ly crazy about it. I could have done 
better by buying of the Wayne hard* 
ware dealeis. The catalogue fellows^ 
can go to hades In the future." 


This is a lesson that people of Ne- 


braska and other states are being 
taught every day In the year and U Is 
a pleasure to know that they are get- 
ting their eye teeth cut In the most 
artistic and approved style. They are 
ordering from the catalogues and In 
return they are getting a miserable lot 
of junk, paying much higher prices 
than they would have to pay for first- 
class goods sold In the home stores. 


The catalogue bouses live and grow 


fat off just such people as the man at 
Wayne. 
These men are constantly 


lacking for the big end of the bargain. 
The catalogue houses are doing the 
same thing. H would look as though 
it would 
be 
"When 
Greek meets 


Greek," but its nothing of the kind. 
The catalogue concerns have all the 
advantage. 
They have 
gotten 
the 


money of the individual and then they 
send him out any kind of an old lot of 
junk, knowing that he has no recourse. 
These catalogue houses have been do- 
ing this thing for 
years 
and find 


plenty of suckers, for you know there 
is something recorded about a sucker 
being born 
every 
second. Perhaps 


they do not get the same sucker a 
second time, but they catch some that 
came along in tue new crop. 


HANDLING FARM PRODUCTS. 


Improved Methods Practiced in Many 


Agricultural Towns. 


Every 
farming community turns 


trade to the town where best prices 
are paid for the minor products which 
the farmers have to dispose of. The 
prices paid for butter and eggs, quite 
often, decide the business life of a 
town. The general practice In many 
places is for individual merchants to 
take produce In exchange for goods. 
The lowest market price is the rule in 
these towns. 
Should one merchant 


pay a cent a pound more for butter, 
or a cent aiore a dozen for eggs, the 
farmers conclude that the difference 
is made up in the quality of goods or 
the quantity they receive In exchange. 


To overcome the annoyances occa- 


sioned through unwholesome competi- 
tion in the buying of farmers' prod- 
ucts, the business men of many agri- 
cultural towns, during the past few 
years, have undertaken the operation 
of 
co-operative 
produce establish- 


ments. These establishments general- 
ly consist of a commodious warehouse 
with cold storage appliances. 
The 


merchants of the town are the stock- 
holders In the concern. A manager Is 
employed on salary and is intrusted 
with tffe buying and marketing of all 
produce. 
The storekeepers refer all 


farmers who have produce for sale to 
the produce house and the 
highest 


manket price is paid and due bill 
given which are payable in goods at 
the stores In the town- 


This method has proved highly sat- 


isfactory everywhere it has been tried. 
Not alone have the merchants found 
it advantageous, but the farmers as 
well. Another feature worth consid 
eration is the fact'that farmers are 
not compelled to trade at any particu- 
lar store, but can make their pur- 
chases in any store In the town. Then 
again much trade is saved to the com- 
munity that might g"o to the mail-or- 
der houses of %the larger cities.

During the Summer Months.

tail merchant must keep things mov- 
ng at a lively pace in his store. Gen- 
erally the warm weather season is 
dull with retailers and the period from 
!une to September is generally regard- 
ed as a time when there is little doing. 


Here Is where the retail merchant 


must Dot allow himsojf to take 
a 


wrong view of things. The fact that 
.his stretch of three months has been 
generally regarded as a period of in- 
activity is just the very reason why he 
cannot afford to allow it to be one. 
There can be no periods of inactivity 
or the, merchant of to-day. He must 
teep a full bead of steam up all tbe 
ime, and it la even more important 
,hat he should do this on the up grade, 
when he is working against the forces 
>f gravitation than on the level, when 
he business rushes almost ot its own 
momentum. 


The live merchant will make up bia 


mind that there will be no periods of 
nactivity in his store. 
He keeps 


hings moving all the time; there Is 
omething doing every day and he 
loesn't give people a chance to forget 
or a single day that he Is selling the 
>est merchandise at the lowest pos- 
ible prices. 
It Is these periods of Inactivity on 


he parts of retail merchants which 
iave given the retail 
mall 
order 


.louses their opportunity to make In- 
oads on Iftelr trade. With the mail 
rder- houses there are no periods' of 
nactivity, and during 
the 
summer 


months they will bustle harder than 
ver for trade, because^they *'need the 
mdhey." 
The retail merchant must 


repare to meet aggressive eompeti- 
ion on the part of the catalogue mer- 
bants and it Is up to him to hiutle ' 


and see well to his local advertisJm*. I 
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FtiOlf BY-PRODUCT O? 
CREOSOTE A5 MAD£ 
One of the significant signs of the 


times is the awakening of the Amer 
lean people to the dangerous destruc 
tion of their forest wealth, and the 
necessity of a wise use of what 
re 


mains of it. 
Undoubtedly, In the fu 


ture the nation must utilize its forest 
crop less wastefully, both in the woods 
and in the mill, and must make provi- 
sion for future crops; but that Is not 
the only way to prolong the timber 
supply. 
If the service of the wood 


which Is need can be lengthened, 
it 


will largely decrease the amount of 
timber that must be cut. 


And this can be done by treating 


the wood with chemicals which will 
poison the low forms of plant life 
which attack it and cause it to decay. 
The growth of timber Is slow, and 
when the dearth of It becomes press- 
ng, a new crop 
cannot 
be grown 


quickly enough to prevent a time of 
severe shortage. Preservative 
treat- 


ment of timber has the advantage, as 
a remedy, that it can be applied Im- 
mediately. 
Its importance is, there- 


fore, attracting increasing attention. 


Many chemicals have been used for 


the preservation of timber, among 
them blue vitriol, corrosive sublimate 
and chloride of zinc. 
The most effec- 


tive preservative Is the 
substance 


called "creosote oil," or "creosote," 
On account of the similarity of 
the 


names, many people suppose this to 
be the creosote obtained from wood, 
such as can be obtained, refined for 
medicinal purposes, at the drug stores. 
But the two are quite different, and 
should not be confused. 
The' creo- 


sote used In wood preservation is ob- 
tained from coal, by a most interest- 
ing process. 


Nearly every city now uses gas for 


light and fuel, and many people know 
that this illuminating gas is 
often 


made from coal. 
But the many things 


besides gas which are obtained 
in 


this process are not so well known. It 
is one of these other products from 
which 3s obtained the creosote oil used 
for wood preservation. 


To understand how all these 


are produced, it is necessary to know 
something which the chemists can tell 
us. 
Coal, they say, Is composed part- 


ly of the substance called carbon, part- 
ly of compounds of this carbon with the 
gas hydrogen, which they have named 
"hydrocarbons." 
When the coal is 


heated sufficiently, away from air, the 
hydrocarbons are driven off in the 
form of gaa. 
Illuminating gas Is made 


by subjecting coal of the proper kind 
to this process, which Is known aa 
"dry distillation." 
The coal is put 


into a long, fire-clay oven, or "retort," 
shaped much like a giant model of the 
little cakes whicn the bakers 
call 


"lady fingers," the 
retorts 
being 


about 13 feet long, two feet wide and 
16 Inches deep. 
A number of these 


retorts are built side by side, In three 
rows, one above the other, the ends of 
the retorts 
being 
supported 
In a 


brick wall which also extends around 
the ends of the rows and over the top, 
and thus entirely incloses the 
re- 


torts. 
Fire, from furnaces below, is 


carried by flues Into this Inclosure, so 
that the retorts are entirely enveloped 
In flame and can be heated to a very 
high temperature. 


The retorts are partly filled with 


coal, after which they are sealed, so 
that no air can get into them. 
They 


are then heated to a temperature of 
about 2,100 degrees Fahrenheit. Un- 
der this Intense heat almost all the 
hydrocarbons of the coal pass off, leav- 
ing behind only the "fixed" carbon, 
which comes out of the retort as coke. 
Many of the lighter compounds dis- 
tilled off by the heat will remain in 
the form of gas when they are cooled 
to ordinary temperatures, and ft is 
some of these which make the gas 
finally used for lighting and fuel. But 
as it comes from the retorts, the gas 
Is like a thick, yellowish-greeu amoke, 
and could not be used at all for such 
purposes. This gas escapee from the 
retort* into a series of large ao4 oo»t- 


ly machines where the lighting ga» 
Is cleansed from Its Impurities, and 
the different by-products are separated 
from each other. 
First are great 


"condensers," In which the gases are 
cooled. The cooling condenses 
the 


heavier compounds into thick liquids, 
which are then left behind. 


One of the 
substances later re- 


moved from the gas is ammonia, and 
from this product is made the am- 
monia water which is used in every 
household. 


The heavy, strong smelling, black 


liquid which is collected in the cooling 
of the gas is what we know as coal 
tar. 
This is an exceedingly complex 


mixture of substances. 
From it are 


obtained not only creosote oil, but 
most of the dyes which are used now-a- 
days, perfumes, and even 
flavoring 


extracts. 


Gas, coal tar and coke are also made 


in what Is known as the by-product 
coke oven, which is adapted to differ- 
ent objects, but Is operated on the 
same principle. 
Its coal tar is equally 


as good as the gas works tar for mak- 
ins creosDte oil. In recent years a 
great awount of gas has been made In 
the "United States by another process; 
and is known as water gas. This proc- 
ess also produces a tar, which looks 
much like coal tar and is often difficult 
to tell from it. 
But this tar Is really 


derived from petroleum, and does not 
make a good oil for preserving wood 
from decay. 
Wood creosote, 
with 


which so many people are familiar, is 
likewise obtained from a wood tat 
which Is produced by dial filing wood. 
But like water gas tar creosote, wood 
creosote 
IS not so good for 
wood 


preservation as is the coal tar creo-- 
sole. When creosote is bought for that 
purpose, u ,.,/cre, it should be cer- 
tain that it is coal tar creosote. 


To obtain creosote oil from coal tar 


the tar is, in its turn, distilled. 
But 


this distillation is like that used for 
other liquids instead of that employed 
for the coal. 
The still Is heated, and 


as the heat increases the "light oils" 
first pass over. 
Among these is the 


familiar carbolic acid. 
This is a pow- 


erful antiseptic, but It is not desirable 


a wood preservative, for It evapo- 


rates so readily that it soon becomes 
ost from the wood. When a tempera- 
ture of about 400 degrees has been 
reached, the distillate is turned into 
another receiver, and from this point 


to 600 or 700 degrees creosote 


oil is produced. One of the substances 
which Is contained in this mixture Is 
'napthalene," from 
which 
common 


moth balls are "'made. 
Coal tar creo- 


sote, thus produced, is the great wood 
preservative. 


The residue remaining in the still 


after the distillation is "pitch," which 
s chiefly used together with coal tar 
saturated felt in the preparation of 
gravel or slag roofing. 
In America 


roofing pitch is the chief end for which 
tar is distilled. 
In Europe this Is 


not so true. 
Now pitch Jor roofing 


must be rather soft. 
Therefore tar 


distillation ^g not carried so far in this 
country as it Is in Europe. For creo- 
sote oil It would be better If It were 
carried farther, since the substances 
which distill at the higher tempera- 
lures Inmost cases neither evaporate 
,ti the air aor dissolve In water 
as 


readily as those which distill more 
easily. 
Consequently they stay in the 


wood for a longer time, and protect It 
correspondingly from decay. 


Much study Is being devoted by th» 


United States forest service to 
sote oil, to determine what Its compo- 
sition should be to give the best re- 
sults In preserving timber, under dlf- 
'erent conditions, and how the most 
desirable creosotes may be obtained. 
Tbe reports of these studies, together 
with detailed description of the mora 
economical processes of applying the 
preservatives to 
wood, have beon 


worked into circulars which the gov- 
ernment has placed at the disposal of 
all users of timber and which will b* 
furnished to all who make the request 
of the forester at Washington. 
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
